EDITORIAL 


ON a recent radio programme, Steve 
Kamasz, the secretary-manager of the 
National Soccer League, was asked to’ 
comment on Nottingham Forest's bid to 
sign Robbie Slater from Sydney club, St 
George. 

Kamasz stated he was delighted to 
know a top English club was anxious to 
recruit the boy from Sydney. 

The NSL boss then went on to talk 
about other outstanding Australian 
Be ers, like David Mitchell and Tom 

cCulloch, who are trying to break 
through into the big-time in the UK. 

We cannot share Kamasz’s’ enthu- 
siasm for this sudden interest in Austra- 
lian talent by overseas clubs. 

Certainly, it is good to know Austra- 
lian players have now reached a stan- 
dard which makes them attractive prop- 
ositions to overseas clubs. But if the 
trend continues, and in fact, acceler- 
ates — as seems likely — will Soccer in 
Australia have anything to feel happy 
about ? 


On the contrary. Australia is not so 
well blessed with outstanding players 
that it can afford to lose three or four or 
more to foreign clubs. 

Sure, there are so-called safeguards. 
Before players sign for overseas teams, 
they could insist that they will be re- 
leased whenever they are required for 
Socceroo duty. In theory, that sounds 
all right. But, as Sydney Olympic dis- 
covered last season with New Zealan- 
der Ricky Herbert, it can Involve great 
hardship to the club if international 
calls become too frequent. 
| Many UK clubs would flatly refuse to 

include any such guarantee in an Au- 


club commitments. 

And it is not only Australia’s national 
team which would suffer. At club level, 
how would local spectators feel if their 
favourite players were no longer play- 
ing in Australian club Soccer ? Attend- 
ances bad enough already and if

FEE UPROAR

YOUTH international striker Frank Farina, voted by Network 0/28 
viewers as Australian Soccer’s most entertaining player, has 
been placed on transfer by his club, Mareeba, for $20,000. 


And the fee has shocked 
Soccer circles throughout 
Australia, and particular- 
ly the club most likely to 
purchase him — Canber- 
ra Arrows. 

‘Arrows coach Doug Col- 
lins is bitterly disap- 
pointed at the amount 
sought. Collins pointed 
out that to his knowledge 
Farina made only four ap- 
pearances in four weeks 
for Mareeba in the 
Queensland State League 
and recieved $110 for 
those games. 

But Mareeba tells a dif- 
ferent . The North 

jueensland club contends 

it it spent “thousands 
and thousands” of dollars 
entering the local team in 
the State League, and but 
for the exposure afforded 
for players like Farina 
and Ray Junna their ta- 
lents might never have 
been seen by southern 
clubs or come under 
national spotlight. 

Mareeba in fact states 
that it has at all times 
facilitated the promotion 
of Farina’s career. It wel- 
comed his joining the 
epatcalian Ate of 

iport readily agreed 
to him linking with Can- 
berra Arrows at the start 
of the 1983 season on 
loan. 

When Farina returned 
from the Mexico Youth 
Cup tournament, 
ba again acquiesced to 
Farina continuing on loan 
to the Arrows. 

The view is held in 
Mareeba that had the Ar- 
rows adopted a realistic 
approach to the club in 
seeking to sign Farina the 
deal could have been com- 
pleted without any com- 
plications.

Last week, the Queens- 
land Soccer Federation re- 
ceived official advice from 
Mareeba of the transfer- 
listing of Farina. 

Farina has the right to 
appeal to the Queensland 
Soccer Federation against 
the fee. The only ground 


appears to be that it is 
“excessive”. But before he 
can take that step an offi- 
cial letter must be re- 
ceived by Mareeba from 


another club jing a 
fee for acquiring Farina’s 
services. 


There is little doubt 
that such a letter will 
come from the Canberra 
Arrows, with the likely 
fee to be offered about 
$4,000 or $5,000. 

If that offer is rejected 
(assuming that no more 
acceptable offers come 
from other clubs), the way 
is then clear for Farina to 
lodge his appeal within 14 


days. 

Out of the whole affair 
a further question arises. 
and it demands speedy re- 
solution. That is the posi- 
tion of clubs whose play- 
ers come to national and 
international attention 
through the excellent 
work of coach Jimmy 
Shoulder and his staff at 
the ae capital’s In- 
stitute of Sport. 

Some means of deter- 
mining fair recompense to 
clubs must be devised, but 
most, Cae ee play- 
ing future of the nation’s 
most talented youngsters 
must be protected.
